Beef plant restarts operations 


Infections. To date, 

12 people in four 
provinces have been 
sickened by a strain 
of E. coli linked 
to meat from XL Foods 


The Alberta plant at the centre 
of a massive beef recall is be¬ 
ing allowed to resume limited 
operations. 

But the Canadian Food In¬ 
spection Agency says no prod¬ 
ucts will leave the XL Foods 
meat packer in Brooks until 
the agency has approved a full 
reopening. 

“Beginning today, XL Foods 
will be permitted to resume 
limited in-house cutting and 
further processing under strict 
enhanced oversight,” Harpreet 
Kochhar, executive director 
for the agency’s western oper¬ 
ations, said on Thursday. 

“This will allow the CFIA to 
review in a controlled manner 
the company’s improvements 
made to all previously ad¬ 
dressed deficiencies.” 

The plant was shut down 

Ready to 
reoccupy? 


on Sept. 27 during an ever- 
expanding recall of its beef 
products across Canada and 
more than 20 other countries, 
including the United States. 

Kochhar said the plant has 
been cleaned and sanitized, 
and condensation, drainage 
and ice buildup have also been 
addressed. He said no new 
animals will be slaughtered. 
The 5,100 carcasses to be pro¬ 
cessed are already in the plant 
and have been tested for E. 
coli. Kochhar said 99 per cent 
are free of the bacteria. 

Union boss Doug 
O’Halloran said Wednesday 
that the pace of slaughter 
operations forces workers to 
take shortcuts around cleanli¬ 
ness. 

O’Halloran, president of 
the United Food and Commer¬ 
cial Workers, Local 401, said 
the processing line at XL Foods 
moves too quickly. He wants a 
public inquiry into the prob¬ 
lems that led to the plant’s 
shutdown. 

The CFIA said it has con¬ 
tacted the union and wants to 
hear its concerns.

Occupy Edmonton 
looks to the future 
at one-year mark 

Monday marks one year 
since a New York move¬ 
ment occupied cities 
around the globe. Occupy 
Edmonton plans to cele¬ 
brate with a march from 
where they had a camp 
set up on Jasper Avenue 
and 102 Street, to Church¬ 
ill Square. 

Spokesperson David 
Laing isn’t sure how many 
people to expect, but he 
said reflecting on what 
the group has accom¬ 
plished and where they 
should go from here is 
key at the one-year mark. 

“To be quite honest, 
trying to maintain a camp 
for 42 days and 42 nights 
proved to be very diffi¬ 
cult,” said Laing. “A lot of 
people either became de¬ 
motivated or frustrated. It 
wasn’t sustainable.” 

Since the eviction, 
Laing said the group has 
been focusing on pick¬ 
eting and protesting very 
specific and particular 
issues. 

The future needs to 
bring positive social 
change and co-operative 
workings, he added, 
noting there are plans 
underway for a city farm 
or sustainable food pro¬ 
ject of some sort next year 
due to the looming food 
crisis. 

The anniversary on 
Monday will begin at 5:30 
p.m., with the march to 
Churchill Square at 6:30 
p.m. 

Laing hopes the event 
can renew the vision and 
hope for Occupy Edmon¬ 
ton.

It’s business as usual 
despite DUI law: Experts 



Impaired-driving 
legislation. Restaurant 
industry, taxi brokers 
report little impact in 
wake of strengthened 
penalties for .05 and 
.08 violations

New impaired-driving legis¬ 
lation was never intended 
to harm Alberta’s hospital¬ 
ity sector, says the provincial 
transportation minister, who 
points to initial feedback 
from industry representatives 
as proof that it hasn’t. 

Ric Mclver, along with 
other proponents of strength¬ 
ened penalties for .05 and .08 


blood-alcohol violations, field¬ 
ed questions from hospitality 
representatives during a sem¬ 
inar Thursday as part of the 
first Alberta Liquor Industry 
Conference. 

In the lead-up to the Sept. 
1 implementation of the .05 
phase of the law, some op¬ 
position party members and 
Alberta bar owners expressed 
fears that average drinkers 
would pass on their typical 
pint or two at a local estab¬ 
lishment over fears of having 
their licence suspended for an 
extended period. 

But Mark von Schellwitz, 
the Canadian Restaurant and 
Foodservices Association’s 
vice-president for Western 
Canada, said only minor 
shifts in business have been 
reported to date. 

“I think there’s a little less 
fear. People know what their 
limits are,” he said. 


Mclver’s not surprised by 
the industiy feedback. 

“While it’s impolite to say 
‘I told you so,’ in this case I am 
going to say ‘I told you so,”’ he 
said to opponents of the law. 
“People in the hospitality in¬ 
dustry pay lots of taxes, they 
employ lots of Albertans.... 
Who has a greater stake in 
the success of the hospitality 
industry than the Govern¬ 
ment of Alberta? People ac¬ 
cused us of trying to kill it; 
(that) logically doesn’t make 
any sense.” 

But the opposition Wil- 
drose justice critic said his 
party’s always been more con¬ 
cerned that the legislation tar¬ 
gets people who are not over 
the Criminal Code-mandated 
level of impairment — .08. 

“Of course, in Canada we 
have a very important legal 
principle: Presumption of in¬ 
nocence,” Shayne Saslciw said. 


Challenges ahead 


• The Canadian Restaurant 
and Foodservices Asso¬ 
ciation plans to conduct 
a formal member survey 
as early as November to 
gauge further industry 
feedback on Alberta's 
new impaired-driving 
legislation. 


• Calgary defence lawyer 
Ian Savage said a formal 
legal challenge of the 
strengthened .05 penal¬ 
ties is likely to be filed 
this month. 


“There are arguments that 
have been made by certain 
groups that this takes that 
away and it’s going to force 
people to plead out rather 
than have their day in court.”

Man accused of 
violent robberies 
nabbed by police 


Forty-three criminal 
charges.

Edmonton police are relieved 
to have a suspect in custody 
following a string of robber¬ 
ies that came with an un¬ 
usually high level of violence. 

Beginning on Sept. 29, a 
disguised lone male entered 
a North End liquor store with 
a sawed-off shotgun, firing 
a round and demanding 
money, police said. 

On Oct. 7, a suspect who 
was similarly described, 
committed a string of rob¬ 
beries over just seven hours, 
targeting two liquor stores, a 
taxi driver and a man in his 
40 s who was out for a walk 
downtown. 


The detective working the 
case said he had rarely seen 
such a level of violence. 

“You have an individual 
who goes into several com¬ 
mercial establishments and 
is dealing with compliant vic¬ 
tims and uses a shot gun in a 
manner that causes injury,” 
said Det. Ron Gamble. “The 
violence didn’t just stop after 
the initial attack; it continued 
for several minutes.” 

Staff Sgt. Howard Kunce, 
head of the EPS robbery sec¬ 
tion, said this is not some¬ 
thing the city often sees. 

“It is not something we 
see on a day-to-day basis; it is 
not something we see often,” 
he said. 

Police caught up with the 
suspect after the last rob¬ 
bery. When prompted by a 
call from the last victim, they 
flooded the downtown area 
with patrol officers and mem¬ 
bers of the canine unit, mak¬ 
ing an arrest early on Oct. 8.

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Ross Shep. Parents want 
no-zero policy removed 


Members of a parent council 
at Ross Sheppard High School 
met Wednesday, and agreed 
upon asking the new principal 
to drop the no-zero policy. 

Resolutions released 
Thursday that will be sent to 
Mike Suderman, who became 
principal Tuesday after Ron 
Bradley announced he was 
leaving to take a job with the 
district, include teachers be¬ 
ing given the flexibility of 
using their professional dis¬ 
cretion in assessment, includ¬ 
ing assigning zeros. 

“It won’t work for all stu¬ 
dents and we’re not asking 
them to apply it in a blanket 
way,” said council chair Sue 
Huff, who has a son in Grade 
12. “(But) we really believe 
that this belongs in the hands 
of teachers.” 


Ross Shep’s no-zero policy 
made headlines last spring 
when teacher Lynden Dorval 
was suspended for handing 
out the grade to students who 
never completed assignments. 
Dorval was fired last month. 

Other former and current 
Ross Shep teachers have also 
spoken out. 

There is no word on when 
Suderman will respond to the 
council, though Huff said he 
plans to attend all of their 
meetings. 

The Edmonton Public 
School Board has also vowed to 
review assessment as a whole. 

“We would like to move 
past this issue and get back to 
restoring the reputation of the 
school and strengthen com¬ 
munication,” said Huff.

Edmonton hospital 
opens depot for moms 
who want to donate

The last stop in the govern¬ 
ment’s provincial tour on the 
province’s finances ends in 
Edmonton on Saturday. 

The government is look¬ 
ing for people to come out 
to the last of a series of town 
hall meetings on Saturday at 
9 a.m. at the Chateau Louis 
Hotel & Conference Centre on 
Kings way Avenue. 

Finance Minister Doug 
Horner said the meetings so 
far have led to some pretty 
clear directions. 

“The consensus pieces we 


have heard so far are that 
health and education are high 
priorities, and that fiscal pru¬ 
dence is a high priority. 

They want us to make sure 
we are getting value for the 
money,” he said Thursday. 

Horner said people under¬ 
stand the province’s fiscal pic¬ 
ture. “Albertans are a lot more 
fiscally astute than people 
give them credit for. They 
understand what it means to 
build for the future because 
they do this in their homes.”

Audrey Inouye pumps her 
breast milk at home twice 
each day, setting some aside 
for tiny, premature babies in 
hospitals who aren’t able to 
get it from their own mothers. 

“It’s a few minutes out of 
my day and it’s just a small 
token — a little bit I can do 
to nourish babies,” the Ed¬ 
monton woman said Thursday 
while juggling her 10-month- 
old son and a cooler bag con¬ 
taining four litres of milk, fro¬ 


zen in small plastic containers. 

Inouye is one of a dozen 
mothers who have so far 
signed up to donate at a new 
human milk depot at the Grey 
Nuns Community Hospital — 
basically a small storage room 
with a large freezer. 

Staff is waiting until the 
freezer is full before shipping 
its contents to the Calgary 
Mothers’ Milk Bank, where 
the milk will be pasteurized, 


tested, and distributed back 
to the Grey Nuns and other 
hospitals in Alberta, as well 
as Ontario. 

Gail Cameron, director of 
Maternal, Neonatal and Child 
Health Programs for Coven¬ 
ant Health, said studies show 
human milk is better than for¬ 
mula at fighting disease and 
infection. And many moms 
who pump and store milk at 
home for healthy babies often 


have more than they need. 

“Nobody wants to throw it 
away. We call it liquid gold.” 

She said the depot has re¬ 
ceived four donations since 
it opened on Tuesday. And 
many more moms have been 
calling to find out how they 
can donate, too. 

Women must first be 
screened by the Calgary bank 
and have their blood tested. 

The non-profit bank has ap¬ 
proved 70 donors and another 
90 are in the process of apply¬ 
ing, said executive director 
Jannette Festival. The majority 
of mothers are from Alberta, 
but some live in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Ontario and 
British Columbia.

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Tainted meat. Producers 
now face task of luring 
consumers back to beef 


With the XL Foods plant taking 
its first steps toward re-starting 
production, the beef industiy 
now faces the challenge of 
bringing back consumers. 

Some operations at the 
closed plant are resuming 
now, but meat is still not leav¬ 
ing the facility. 

Rich Smith, executive dir¬ 
ector of the Alberta Beef Pro¬ 
ducers, said his group plans to 
continue to remind consumers 
how narrow the problem was. 

“We have tried to get the 
message out that this is not 
about beef; it is about a situa¬ 
tion at a very specific facility 
in a veiy narrow period.” 

He said even as the recall 
continued to expand it still 
centred around five days of 
processing. 

Dr. Ellen Goddard, an agri¬ 
cultural economist at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, said con¬ 
sumers will come back. “Beef 
is a staple and when people 
see it back on the shelf they 
will go back to it.” 

She said it is important for 
XL Foods to talk about what 
happened as part of the pro¬ 
cess. “They definitely need 
to say how they feel that the 
incident happened and they

need to make sure they can 
explain to people how E. coli 
appears and what steps they 
have taken,” said Goddard.

“What we really want is a 
long period of unblemished 
food safety,” said Smith.

“It’s a bit of relief,” said 
Lord. “Sometimes you need 
to run to the bathroom or to 
go get a cup of coffee.” Having 
the notes on the whiteboard 
helps in these situations. 

“The whiteboard is intend¬ 
ed to facilitate communication 
between families, patients and 
staff,” said Marcel Panas, co¬ 
ordinator of the Stollery Family 
Centred Care Council.

South Africa. Violence

Striking miners killed one 
man by setting him on fire 
Thursday while another was 
fatally shot, apparently by 
police, in rekindled labour 
unrest in South Africa that 
saw police firing tear gas 
and rubber bullets. 

The violence near an 
Anglo American Platinum 
(Amplats) mine has escal¬ 
ated since the company dis¬ 
missed 12,000 striking min¬ 
ers on Friday. Dozens have 
been killed in violence in 


other strikes in South Africa 
since August. 

One person died Thurs¬ 
day in a hospital after being 
hit by two rubber bullets 
likely fired by police trying 
to disperse striking miners, 
said Gaddafi Mdoda, a lead¬ 
er of the striking Amplats 
mineworkers. Another per¬ 
son died from wounds after 
being set alight by striking 
workers, North West police 
spokesman Brig. Thulani 
Ngubane said. 

“The situation remains 
tense,” Ngubane said. 

Police Capt. Dennis 
Adriao said 40 people have 
been arrested in violence 
at the Nkaneng informal 
settlement near Rustenburg. 

The mineworkers have 
vowed to make the mines 


ungovernable and to make 
it impossible for the world’s 
top platinum producer to 
hire new workers if their 
wage demands are not met. 
Evans Ramolcga, a strike 
leader, said last week that 
the company would hire 
new workers only “over our 
dead bodies.” 

Police apparently were 
responding to the miners’ at¬ 
tempt to stop operations at 
Amplats’ Bathopele mine on 
Thursday, according to the 
South African Press Associa¬ 
tion, which reported that two 
taxis were set on fire. Am¬ 
plats’ operations in the plat¬ 
inum belt northwest of Johan¬ 
nesburg have been brought 
to standstill since most of its 
workers went on strike last 
month. Amplats calls the

Forcible shaving of suspect questioned

An Army appeals court in Vir¬ 
ginia is questioning whether 
the Fort Hood shooting sus¬ 
pect can be forcibly shaved. 

Judges on the U.S. Army 
Court of Criminal Appeals 
also delved Thursday into a 
claim by Maj. Nidal Hasan’s 
lawyers that the judge who 
issued the order is biased 
and should be replaced. 

Hasan’s murder trial in 
Texas is on hold for the ap¬ 


peal stemming from his 
refusal to shave. The Amer¬ 
ican-born Muslim psychia¬ 
trist says he grew the beard 
for religious reasons. Army 
rules prohibit beards but al¬ 
low for religious exceptions. 

Military judge Col. Greg¬ 
ory Gross has rejected 
Hasan’s religious argu¬ 
ments. He ordered him 
forcibly shaved unless he 
shaves himself. 


Hasan faces the death pen¬ 
alty if convicted in the 2009 
attack that killed 13 people 
at the Texas Army post. 

Hasan would not be the 
first military defendant for¬ 
cibly shaved. The Army has 
done it to five inmates since 
2005, including one person 
who was forcibly shaved 
twice, according to the Ar¬ 
my’s Office of the Chief of

“They have never expres¬

at a Calgary news conference. 
“This has certainly not in any 
way hampered our very robust 
exchange of information.” 

Delisle, a 41-year-old intel¬ 
ligence officer with the Roy¬ 
al Canadian Navy, pleaded 
guilty Wednesday to passing 
military secrets to Russia. He 
transferred sensitive informa¬ 
tion onto a thumb drive from 
a secure location before pass¬ 
ing it to a Russian operative. 

How that could happen so 
easily at a highly protected fa¬ 
cility has prompted a review of 
security measures that were in 
place at the time, Toews said. 

“That’s something I be¬ 
lieve that the Department if 


National Defence is doing. 
We are very aware of the case 
and together with our allies 
are reviewing the procedures 
that were in place to protect 
the security of that informa¬ 
tion,” said Toews. 


“Given the extensive shar¬ 
ing of information that occurs 
between the Five Eyes com¬ 
munity — Great Britain, Can¬ 
ada, the United States, New 
Zealand and Australia — our 
agencies are always concerned 


when there is any comprom¬ 
ise of security and we work 
veiy closely together.” 

Toews wouldn’t get into 
the specifics and would not 
comment on Delisle’s guilty

Judges speak out on 
Pussy Riot decision 


Member released. 

Panel tries to deflect 
international criticism 
by defending prison 
time for two others 


The Russian judges who ruled 
to keep two of the three Pussy 
Riot band members behind 
bars took the unusual step of 
publicly defending their deci¬ 
sion, saying Thursday that it 
was made independently and 
without pressure. 

A panel of three judges 
at the Moscow City Court on 
Wednesday upheld a lower 
court ruling to send Nadezhda 
Tololconnilcova and Maria Ale¬ 
khina to prison for two years, 
but they released Yekaterina 
Samutsevich after giving her 
a suspended sentence. 

Pussy Riot staged an im¬ 
promptu performance at Mos¬ 
cow’s main cathedral in Febru¬ 
ary in protest against President 
Vladimir Putin and the Russian 
Orthodox Church hierarchy 
for openly supporting his rule. 
The three women were con¬ 
victed of hooliganism motiv¬ 
ated by religious hatred, but 
they insist that their protest 
was political in nature and not 
an attack on religion. 



The case has caused contro¬ 
versy in Russia and been wide¬ 
ly condemned in the West, 
which may have prompted 
the judges to speak out. 

The presiding judge said 
the appeals court deemed it 
necessaiy for Tololconnilcova 
and Alekhina to remain in¬ 
carcerated. 

“The court has considered 
all the circumstances of the 
case and the level of danger 
to society and ruled that their 
correction is possible only in 
isolation from society,” judge 
Larisa Polyakova said.

No surgery 
needed 
to change 
gender on 
birth docs 


Ontario has become the first 
jurisdiction in Canada to allow 
transgender people to change 
the gender on their birth cer¬ 
tificates without sex-change 
surgery. 

“It’s a huge decision. It’s a 
remarkably positive decision. 
This is an important vic¬ 
tory,” Susan Gaplca, chair of 
the Trans Lobby Group, told 
the Torstar News Service on 
Thursday. 

The new rules, published 
this week, mean a trans¬ 
gender person can apply to 
ServiceOntario for a new birth 
certificate with only a letter 
from a physician or psycholo¬ 
gist. 

Previously, the Vital 
Statistics Act required proof of 
“transsexual surgery.” 

Ontario was acting on 
a ruling in April from the 
Ontario Human Rights Com¬ 
mission. 

The commission acted 
on a complaint brought by a 
transgender woman known 
as XY who argued she was 
exposed to discrimination and 
violence because the gender 
she lived with didn’t match 
her documents. 

The old rule “perpetuates 
stereotypes about transgen- 
dered persons and their need 
to have surgeiy in order to live 
with their gender identity,” 
Sheri Price wrote in a 95-page 
decision for the commission. 

In back-and-forth negotia¬ 
tions leading to the change, 
the human-rights commis¬ 
sion and Trans Lobby Group 
persuaded the ministry not to 
limit the corroboration to just 
a physician. 

“Not everyone has access 
to a physician. A lot of places 
in rural Ontario don’t,” said 
Gaplca, explaining their 
rationale, torstar news service 


“This provides a chance 
for other provinces to do 
the same."

According to Jones’s state¬ 
ment, the rental car he was

The statement said Jones 
and a travelling companion 
were refused entry based on an 
arrest in Michigan last year for 
refusing to pay a peace bond as 
well as a fine by the German 
government for using the title 
“doctor” based on an honorary 
doctorate he received from a 
California university in 1993. 
Jones said he appealed both 
disputes and won but the state¬ 
ment indicated that border 
officials told him they needed 
more documentation in order 
to allow him to enter. 

The Canada Border Servi¬ 
ces Agency declined to discuss 
Jones’s case, saying it was 
against their policy to share de¬ 
tails of any individual efforts to 
enter the country. 

“Admissibility of all travel¬ 
lers seeking to enter Canada 
is considered on a case-by-case 
basis based on the specific facts 
presented by the applicant at 
the time of entry,” the agency 
said in a statement.

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Hong Kong. Woman dies 
after blood-transfusion 
beauty treatment 


Hong Kong authorities said 
one woman has died and three 
others have been hospitalized 
after a beauty treatment in¬ 
volving blood transfusions. 

Hong Kong’s Hospital 
Authority said a 46-year-old 
woman died Wednesday of 
septic shock after receiving 
the treatment at a beauty clin¬ 
ic. The treatment is being test¬ 
ed as a method to fight cancer, 
but in this case it was used for 
cosmetic purposes. 

The case has raised concerns 
about potentially risky medical 
treatments at the city’s numer¬ 
ous clinics offering procedures 
that claim to enhance a per¬ 
son’s appearance. 

Health Secretary Ko Wing- 
man promised Thursday to 
review regulations governing 
the clinics and other private 
medical facilities. Ko said the 
review would look at putting 
private clinics that cariy out 
“high risk medical treatments 
or procedures under regula¬ 
tory control.” 

Health authorities are in¬ 
vestigating whether a regis¬ 
tered doctor carried out the 
treatment and whether the 
procedure was certified by 
Hong Kong’s Medical Council.

The procedure, 
known as DC-CIK, in¬ 
volves the "concentration 
and processing" of blood 
by a lab before it is re¬ 
injected into the person 
it was drawn from, the 
government said. 

The four also tested posi¬ 
tive for a rare superbug called 
mycobacterium abscessus, 
which is extremely resistant 
to antibiotics. 

The three women in hospi¬ 
tal are a 64-year-old in critical 
condition, a 56-year-old in ser¬ 
ious condition and a 59-year 
old in stable condition. 

They were among 44 
people who underwent the 
treatment at the DR Beauty 
chain of clinics. The treatment 
costs at least $6,320, accord¬ 
ing to local news reports. 

Police and health officials 
are investigating how the 
blood was contaminated and 
the relationship between the 
beauty clinic, the treatment 
lab and the medical practi¬ 
tioner who carried out the 
procedure, the associated press

Gruesome. Mom who 

glued daughter’s hands 
to wall faces sentencing 


A Dallas mother who admit¬ 
ted to beating her two-year-old 
daughter and gluing the child’s 
hands faces anything from pro¬ 
bation to a life in prison. 

Elizabeth Escalona’s sen¬ 
tencing hearing continued 
Thursday, a day after she plead¬ 
ed for leniency, saying she was 
no longer the “monster” who 
committed the attack. 

“I will never forgive my¬ 
self for what I did to my own 
daughter,” said Escalona, who 
pleaded guilty in July to felony 
injury to a child. 

Police say Escalona lost her 
temper last year with Jocelyn 
Cedillo over potty training 
problems. Escalona beat and 


kicked Jocelyn before sticking 
her hands to an apartment wall 
using an adhesive commonly 
known as Super Glue. The child 
was hospitalized for days. 

Judge Lany Mitchell has a 
wide range in choosing Escal¬ 
ona’s sentence: Anything from 
probation to life in prison is 
possible. Prosecutors are asking 
for a 45-year sentence. 

Defence attorney Angie 
N’Dulca asked Escalona what 
she thought of photos that 
prosecutors presented earlier 
this week showing her daugh¬ 
ter’s injuries. 

“Only a monster does 
that,” Escalona responded.

U.S. National Zoo scientists 
have determined a six-day-old 
giant panda cub’s death last 
month wasn’t momma bear’s 
fault, and life was returning 
to normal Thursday for giant 
panda Mei Xiang. 

The panda mom has 
stopped cradling a toy and 
left her den to spend more 
time in her yard. On Thurs¬ 
day morning, she strolled 
outside, found a frozen, fruity 
frozen ice bar and turned her 
back to a gathering crowd to 
enjoy breakfast. 

Mei Xiang’s cub, born 
Sept. 16, died of liver trouble 
and signs of lung disease, 


said chief veterinarian Suzan 
Murray. After a full necropsy, 
scientists found the tiny fe¬ 
male cub’s lungs hadn’t fully 
developed and likely weren’t 
sending enough oxygen to 
the liver. The cub was pos¬ 
sibly born prematurely. 

Zoo scientists are trying to 
learn more about how com¬ 
mon liver and lung defects 


are in newborn pandas. 

Zookeepers have said Mei 
Xiang took careful care of the 
cub. It weighed only about four 
ounces when it died. The tiny 
hairless, helpless creatures can 
be easily crushed, but the cub 
had no sign of injuiy. A small 
amount of milk in the digest¬ 
ive system suggested she had 
nursed, the associated press

The ritual of sucking 
blood from the wound 
is still practised widely 
among the city’s 
ultra-Orthodox Jews 


A group of rabbis is clashing 
with New York City health of¬ 
ficials over the safety of an an¬ 
cient circumcision ritual. 

Three rabbis and three Jew¬ 
ish groups asked a federal court 
Thursday to block enforcement 
of a new regulation requiring 
written parental consent for a 
rite called “metzitzah b’peh,” 
in Hebrew, which city health 
experts said can spread infec¬ 
tion and has killed two children 
since 2004. 

During the ritual, the per¬ 
son performing the circum¬ 
cision attempts to cleanse the 
wound by sucking blood from 
the cut and spitting it aside. 

The saliva contact puts the 
infant at increased risk of get¬ 


ting herpes simplex, a virus 
that is carried harmlessly by a 
large majority of adults but that 
can be deadly in newborns. 

New York City’s Health 
Department said it has docu¬ 
mented 11 cases of the infec¬ 
tion since 2000 among children 
believed to have undergone the 
ritual. Ten required hospitaliza¬ 
tion. Two developed brain dam¬ 
age. Two died. 


The deaths prompted some 
doctors to call for the practice 
to be banned entirely, but the 
city’s Board of Health adopted 
a compromise approach in¬ 
stead last month. Under the 
new rule, mohelim performing 
the circumcision would be re¬ 
quired to inform parents that 
the city believed the proced¬ 
ure was dangerous and have 
them sign a consent form. No 


one would collect the forms, 
and the mohelim would be re¬ 
quired to keep them for a year. 

In their lawsuit filed Thurs¬ 
day, rabbis Samuel Blum, 
Ahron Leiman and Shloime 
Eichenstein said the city had 
exaggerated the potential for 
harm and infringed on their 
religious freedom. 

If the regulation were to 
take effect, rabbis “will be 
forced to serve as the depart¬ 
ment’s mouthpiece for dis¬ 
pensing opinion and ‘advice’ 
that directly undermines the 
required religious ritual that 
these mohelim regularly per¬ 
form, in violation of their rights 
to freedom of speech and free¬ 
dom of religious exercise,” the 
suit said. 

The lawsuit, joined by the 
Central Rabbinical Congress of 
the USA and Canada, Agudath 
Israel of America and the Inter¬ 
national Bris Association, also 
argued that the city’s safety 
studies were flawed and that 
the procedure, when per¬ 
formed properly, was “very

Northern Ireland. Protests 
expected at opening 
of first abortion clinic 


A family-planning charity plans 
to open the first abortion clinic 
in Ireland, challenging decades 
of legal confusion over the ex¬ 
tremely limited access to preg¬ 
nancy terminations in both 
parts of the island. 

Officials at the Marie Stopes 
facility due to open next week 
in Belfast, capital of the British 
territory of Northern Ireland, 
said Thursday they plan to of¬ 
fer non-surgical abortions to 
women whose pregnancies are 
less than nine weeks in gesta¬ 
tion. They expect protests and 
have declined to reveal the 


clinic’s street address. 

Women will receive medica¬ 
tion that causes a miscarriage 
only if doctors determine that 
continued pregnancy would 
jeopardize the woman’s physic¬ 
al or mental health. 

Abortions under such cir¬ 
cumstances are supposed to 
be legal already in both parts 
of Ireland. But lawmakers have 
failed for decades to clarify 
the situation, leaving hospitals 
and doctors fearful of suffering 
pickets or lawsuits if they’re 
publicly identified as an abor¬ 
tion provider, the associated press

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Quebec cop sidelined after violent exchange 


Profanity-laced arrest. 
Officer ‘No. 728' caught 
in video controversy for 
the second time this year 


A Montreal police constable 
has been suspended after be¬ 
coming involved, for a second 
time, in an aggressive ex¬ 
change captured on video. 

The officer, known as No. 
728, in reference to her badge 


number, has been suspended 
pending a disciplinary investi¬ 
gation, police chief Marc Par¬ 
ent said on Thursday. 

Const. Stefanie Trudeau 
first made local news earlier 
this year when video surfaced 
of her vigorously pepper¬ 
spraying a crowd of student 
protesters who appeared to 
pose no threat. 

This week, new video sur¬ 
faced of a forceful, profanity- 
laced arrest during a dispute 
that started with a man drink¬ 


ing a beer outdoors. She was 
also recorded making deroga¬ 
tory comments about artists, 
among other people. 

Parent apologized Thurs¬ 
day on behalf of the force. 
“These comments are com¬ 
pletely unacceptable, intoler¬ 
able and do not reflect our 
values,” he said. 

Trudeau was initially rel¬ 
egated to desk duty after video 
of the Oct. 2 incident was 
broadcast by Radio-Canada. It 
shows a man complaining that 


the arrest of his friend is un¬ 
necessary. Within seconds, he 
is put in a headloclc, dragged 
down a flight of stairs while in 
a chokehold and handcuffed. 

One of the cellphones 
confiscated by the officer 
then records her subsequent 
conversation with a superior, 
apparently without her know¬ 
ledge. The recording captures 
references to “rats” who are 
“guitar-plucking” artists and 
who wear red squares, the 
symbol of Quebec’s student- 


protest movement. There is 
also talk about choking a sus¬ 
pect, along with a string of un¬ 
printable epithets. 

Trudeau is already facing 
an ethics investigation over 
the pepper-spray incident 
during Quebec’s springtime 
protests. 

A demonstration against 
Trudeau is being planned 
for Friday night in Montreal, 
where participants will call 
for her permanent dismissal.

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U.S. takes unprecedented action 
against ultra-violent street gang 


MS-13. Gang allied 
with Mexican drug 
cartels, active in 
Central America and 
expanding to Europe 


The Obama administration de¬ 
clared the ultra-violent street 
gang MS-13 to be an inter¬ 
national criminal group on 
Thursday, an unprecedented 
crackdown targeting the fi¬ 
nances of the sprawling U.S. 
and Central American gang in¬ 
famous for hacking and stab¬ 
bing victims with machetes. 

The Treasuiy Department 


formally designated MS-13, 
or Mara Salvatrucha, a trans¬ 
national criminal organiza¬ 
tion. The aim is to freeze it out 
of the U.S. financial system and 
seize what are estimated to be 
millions of dollars in criminal 
profits from drug and human 
smuggling and other crimes 
committed in this country. 

The gang was founded by 
immigrants fleeing El Sal¬ 
vador’s civil war more than 
two decades ago. Its founders 
took lessons learned from that 
brutal conflict to the streets of 
Los Angeles and built a reputa¬ 
tion as one of the most ruthless 
and sophisticated street gangs, 
according to Immigration and 


Rivals shocked 


“(Authorities and rival 
gangs) saw a level of 
violence that hadn’t 
been seen before." 

Immigration and Customs Enforcement 
Special Agent Jason Shatarsky, pointing 
out that as the gang expanded it became 
more sophisticated than many rivals. 

Customs Enforcement Special 
Agent Jason Shatarsky. 

With as many as 10,000 
members in 46 states, the 
gang has expanded far beyond 
its initial roots. Members are 
accused of major crimes in¬ 
cluding murder, kidnapping, 


prostitution, drug smuggling 
and human trafficking. 

The group established itself 
in Los Angeles before spread¬ 
ing across the U.S., said Shatar¬ 
sky, an MS-13 expert assigned 
to ICE’s national gang unit. 
The group’s violence — using 
a machete to hack a victim to 
death or shooting someone in 
the head in broad daylight, for 
instance — surprised author¬ 
ities and even rival gangs. 

Other international crim¬ 
inal groups subject to similar 
sanctions include the Yakuza, 
a Japanese organized crime 
group, and the ruthless Mex¬ 
ican drug cartel, Los Zetas.

Red-hot diamond 
planet discovered 

Astronomers have discovered 
a planet twice the size of 
Earth made largely out of 
diamond, which is orbiting 
a star that is visible with the 
naked eye. 

The rocky planet, called 
“55 Cancri E,” orbits a sun-lilce 
star 40 light years away in the 
constellation of Cancer and 
is moving so fast that a year 
there lasts a mere 18 hours. 

Discovered by a U.S.-Franco 


research team, its radius is 
twice that of Earth’s but it 
is much more dense with a 
mass eight times greater. It 
is also incredibly hot, with 
temperatures on its surface 
reaching 1,648 C. 

The study estimates that 
at least a third of the planet’s 
mass, the equivalent of about 
three Earth masses, could be 
diamond. 

Diamond planets have 
been spotted before but this 
is the first time one has been 
seen orbiting a sun-lilce star 
and studied in such detail.

Seven Royal Marines have 
been arrested on suspicion of 
murder in relation to an inci¬ 
dent in Afghanistan in 2011, 
Britain’s Ministry of Defence 
said Thursday. 

The defence ministiy said 
that the incident followed 
“an engagement with an in¬ 
surgent” and that no civilians 
were involved. 


It added that the seven 
were arrested Thursday by 
Royal Militaiy Police, but did 
not name the marines. While 
the ministry said the marines 
were not arrested in Afghan¬ 
istan, it would not specify 
where the arrests took place. 

It is believed to be the first 
time U.K. servicemen have 
been arrested on suspicion 
of murder over events that 
took place in Afghanistan. 

Last year, a British soldier was 
jailed for stabbing an Afghan 
boy with a bayonet in 2010. 
The boy survived the incident.

UN report 
blasts Iran on 
mass human 
rights abuses 


Resolution pending. 

Ahmadinejad regime 
under fire for stonings, 
post-election violence 
and detainment of 
bloggers, journalists 


The UN’s human rights expert 
on Iran is condemning the Is¬ 
lamic Republic’s reliance on 
stoning as a form of capital 
punishment, citing that as just 
one of a number of “deeply 
troubling” Iranian rights viola¬ 
tions, many of which are “sys¬ 
temic in nature,” according to 
a report circulating among UN 
delegations. 

Ahmed Shaheed, the Gen¬ 
eva-based UN Human Rights 
Council’s special rapporteur on 
Iran, also called for an “exten¬ 
sive, impartial and independ¬ 
ent investigation into the vio¬ 
lence in the weeks and months 
that followed the presidential 
election of 2009,” when pro¬ 
democracy protesters surged 
into the streets to denounce the 
election of President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad as bogus and 
rigged. 

Shaheed also “reiterates his 
call for the immediate release 
of all political prisoners,” ac¬ 
cording the report. 

The document will be the 
basis for an upcoming General 
Assembly resolution critical of 
Iran’s human rights violations. 

Shaheed reported that at 
least 150 journalists have fled 


Iran since the 2009 elections, 
and some reports put the num¬ 
ber as high as 400. 

Iran detained more journal¬ 
ists than any other nation last 
year, according to his report, 
and to the New-York based 
rights group Committee to Pro¬ 
tect Journalists, which counted 
179 writers, editors and photo- 
journalists jailed in Iran in De¬ 
cember 2011. 

As the report was being 
prepared last March, Iran’s For¬ 
eign Ministry said Shaheed was 
building it on statements by 
“terrorists.” 

Iran does not allow Shaheed 
entry to the country to conduct 
his research, and regards his 
reports as punitive. Shaheed 
said he followed 124 cases of 
human rights violations for his 
report and conducted 99 inter¬ 
views inside and outside Iran. 

Iran is now cracking down 
on Internet users, with Shaheed 
reporting that 19 bloggers and 
Internet commentators are cur¬ 
rently detained in the Islamic 
Republic of Iran with four be¬ 
ing sentenced to death in Janu¬ 
ary 2012. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

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European debt crisis 
requires urgent

The head of the International 
Monetary Fund called for 
urgent action to tackle Eur¬ 
ope’s debt problems and an 
approaching fiscal crisis in 
the U.S. on Thursday, warn¬ 
ing that the struggling world 
economy is already falling 
short of even pessimistic ex¬ 
pectations. 

IMF chief Christine 
Lagarde, speaking to repor¬ 
ters as the IMF and World 
Bank held annual meetings 
in Tokyo, praised recent 


steps taken by the European 
Central Bank and European 
governments, but said “more 
needs to happen, and faster.” 

Finance ministers and cen¬ 
tral bankers from the Group 
of Seven richest nations met 
for about 90 minutes on 
the sidelines to discuss the 
European debt crisis. They 
also discussed the impend¬ 
ing budget impasse in the 
U.S., an issue that prompted 
some at the meeting to ex¬ 
press concern, according to 
a senior Japanese Ministry of 
Finance official who briefed 
reporters on condition of 
anonymity, which is ministry 
policy. They released no com¬ 
munique. 

U.S. Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner was upbeat 
about recent moves in Eur¬ 
ope to stabilize and reform 
crisis-stricken economies. 

“The basic thrust of the 
strategy is right and good,” he 
told a conference on the side¬ 


lines of the IMF and World 
Bank meetings. “They’re 
already having traction in 
improving competitiveness.” 

Geithner also sought to 
strike a reassuring tone re¬ 
garding the threat of the 
so-called “fiscal cliff” of tax 
increases and deep spend¬ 
ing cuts that will take effect 
in 2013 unless Congress and 
the Obama administration re¬ 
solve a budget impasse. 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion intends to try to fix the 
problem before the end of the 
year, Geithner said. “We’re 
going to take a run at it.” 

The IMF has urged the U.S. 
to raise the ceiling on the 
level of debt the government 
can issue, which is capped by 
law. In August 2011, a battle 
between Republicans and 
Democrats over raising the 
limit wasn’t resolved until 
the U.S. almost defaulted on 
its debt.

Spanish credit rating plunges 


The Spanish government’s di¬ 
lemma over whether to request 
a European bailout has become 
more acute following a down¬ 
grade of the cash-strapped 
country’s credit rating. 

Standard & Poor’s cut its 
rating on Spain’s debt by two 
notches to BBB- late Wednes¬ 
day, just a step above junk 
status, or non-investment 
grade. That could make it more 
expensive for the Spanish gov¬ 
ernment to borrow money as 
it might scare some of its bond 
investors away. 

The agency said it was con¬ 
cerned by the deepening eco¬ 
nomic recession, which has 


seen unemployment rise to 
nearly one in four and fuelled 
social discontent. It also noted 
that the government’s hesita¬ 
tion in requesting a European 
financial lifeline was “poten¬ 
tially raising the risks to Spain’s 
rating.” 

Though S&P’s warning may 
nudge the Spanish govern¬ 
ment to make a bailout request 
sooner rather than later, rival 
agency Moody’s has indicated it 
may cut its rating for Spain in 
the event of a bailout request. 

“It would appear that when 
it comes to the rating, Spain 
is a bit between a rock and a 
hard place,” said Gary Jenkins,

Crop yields plummet 
as U.S. wrangles 
with one of its worst 
droughts in decades 


The U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture lowered its projec¬ 
tion for the nation’s com 
crop for a fourth straight 
month on Thursday, 
reflecting worse-than-expected 
news about the actual im¬ 
pact of this year’s withering 
drought from the farmers busy 
harvesting their fields. 

The USDA estimates that 
farmers will harvest 10.71 bil¬ 
lion bushels of com this year, 
which would be the small¬ 
est amount since 2006. Last 
month’s estimate was 10.73 
billion bushels. 

Crop estimates change as 
fields are harvested and farm¬ 
ers get a better sense of how 
the weather affected yields. 
The U.S. has been experien¬ 
cing one of its worst droughts 
in decades, and conditions 


have been particularly harsh in 
many of the key Midwest and 
Plains farming states. 

Farmers have harvested 69 
per cent of the nation’s com 
already this year, which is well 
ahead of the 28 per cent that 
would be harvested by this 
time in a typical year. 

The average yield is about 
122 bushels per acre, which is 
down from last month’s esti¬ 
mate of 122.8 bushels. That is 
the lowest average yield since 
1995 and is significantly below 


last year’s yield of nearly 153 
bushels per acre. Although 
the drought dried up the soil 
in many parts of the U.S., the 
com harvest was surprisingly 
good in some areas, said Darin 
Newsom, senior analyst for Tel- 
vent DTN, a commodity trad¬ 
ing and information provider. 

“Is 122 anything great? No. 
It’s still a dismal yield, still well 
below what had been antici¬ 
pated earlier this year,” News¬ 
om said.

National standards. 

Telecom regulator asks 
for consumer input on 
wireless retail code 


Canadians are being asked for 
help to develop a national retail 
code for wireless services like 
cellphones and tablets. 

The CRTC said Thursday that 
it’s asking for help because con¬ 
sumers have said their monthly 
contracts are confusing and the 
terms and conditions can vaiy 
greatly from one wireless com¬ 
pany to another. 

“Our goal is to make sure 
that Canadians have the tools 
they need to make informed 
choices in a competitive 
marketplace,” CRTC chairman 
Jean-Pierre Blais said in a news 
release. 

The federal telecom regula¬ 
tor said consumers are being 
asked for their opinions on 
the terms and conditions that 
should be addressed by such a 
code and how the rules should 
be enforced, for example. 

The CRTC said a national 
code will help Canadians bet¬ 
ter understand their rights as 
consumers as well as set out 
the responsibilities of wireless 
companies. 


Canadians can participate 
online or write to the CRTC to 
give their views. The CRTC will 
also hold a public hearing on 
the matter Jan. 28 in Gatineau, 
Que. 

Telus, which asked for a 
national code last spring, said 
a consistent set of national 
standards would benefit con¬ 
sumers. “They ensure that all 
Canadians enjoy the same safe¬ 
guards, same terms of service,” 
said Telus spokesman Shawn 


Hall. He said each province hav¬ 
ing its own standards and rules 
would be “inefficient and could 
be unfair for Canadians.” 

“Rather than having 12 
regional debates about this, it 


makes sense to come together 
to have one national conversa¬ 
tion that ensures all Canadians 
are treated the same,” Hall said 
from Vancouver.

Richard: Mark, despite being 
based in truth, this spy story 
has the kind of Hollywood 
feel that reduces the agents to 
stereotypes — the world-weary 
spymaster, the by-the-book 
boss wielding the “Clipboard 
of Authority” — and the mis¬ 
sion to a series of set pieces 
involving split-second timing 
and imminent danger. But this 
isn’t Tinker Tailor Soldier Spy, 
with that movie’s pensive take 
on the intelligence racket. It’s 
an Affleck-directed thriller that 
despite its overreliance on well- 
worn theatrics, works well. 

Mark: I’m so glad it isn’t 


Tinker Tailor Boring Spy. 
That put me to sleep. This 
is a fast-paced, often-fimny 
caper movie. Everyone plays 
their parts well, but it’s not 
an actor’s movie, it’s the 
story that matters. And what 
a story! It seems absurd but 
it’s too loopy NOT to be true. 
You might say the film buys 
into the American belief that 
Hollywood conquers all, even 
an international crisis, but 
it sends it up satirically too. 
And Canadians are partly the 
heroes of the film — sort of. 

RC: The Canadian connec¬ 
tion is played with a sort of 
understated aplomb, which 
I suppose suits our national 
character, but I would have 
loved to see Ken Taylor 
played as more of an action 
hero, like Captain Canuck 
with diplomatic immunity. 
I’ll also agree this isn’t an 
actor’s movie, but you have 
to love Alan Arlcin as Holly¬ 
wood mogul Lester Siegel. 


Arlcin is the most flamboy¬ 
ant actor on screen and 
injects needed energy into 
stateside scenes. 

MB: So true about Arlcin; 
he’s the only one who stands 
out. And he has the best line 
in the film: “If I’m going to 
make a fake movie, I want 
it to be a fake hit!” I actually 
spent time wondering if the 
fake movie might actually be 
watchable if it were made. 
The plot didn’t look any worse 
than John Carter. And here’s 
a nice paranoid thought: The 
Iranians in the movie looked 
dangerous, and the timing of 
the movie’s release, on the 
eve of a possible U.S. military 
intervention into Iran, seems 
convenient. A CIA co-produc¬ 
tion, Richard? 

RC: Great, now the Reel 
Guys are going to end up on 
some kind of CIA watch list. 
Thanks for exposing the real 
purpose of this movie.

The action begins in 1979 
as Iranian militants invade 
the U.S. embassy in Tehran, 
taking 52 of the 58 diplomats 
hostage. Six manage to 
escape, making their way to 
refuge at the home of Can¬ 
adian Ambassador Ken Taylor 
(Victor Garber).

Dealing with all creatures 
great and small takes on 
a whole new meaning in 
SPACE’S upcoming sci- 
fi drama Primeval: New 
World. A spin-off of the UK 
series Primeval, it follows 
a team of Vancouver-based 
scientists that investigates 
“Anomalies” or rips in time 
that allow prehistoric crea¬ 
tures to cross over into the 
present. 

Having played Zane Don¬ 
ovan on Eureka, Niall Matter 
felt he might make a good 
fit as New World’s leading 
man, software genius Evan 
Cross. 

“This is a genre I’m pretty 
familiar with now, and I 
hoped that I would have a 
following from Eureka com¬ 
ing over with me because 
sci-fi fans are so loyal,” he 
says. “Stepping into a lead 
role and playing a bit of an 
action hero were things I 
was very interested in doing, 


so this opportunity came 
along at the perfect time.” 

Working with Evan to 
capture and try to return 
these unwanted interlop¬ 
ers home is Sara Canning’s 
character of predator con¬ 
trol officer Dylan Weir. 

“The very first scene we 
shot for the series is where 
Evan and Dylan meet for the 
first time, and without spoil¬ 
ing it, there’s something off 
in the distance that doesn’t 
necessarily sound like a griz¬ 
zly bear,” says the actress 
with a chuckle. 

Actor Danny Rahim, who 
plays firearms expert Mac 
Rendell, sees his character 
as the viewers’ eyes and 
ears. 

“This is a bizarre world 
where dinosaurs are walk¬ 
ing around Vancouver, and 
as the sort of realist, Mac is 
like, ‘Is that what I thought 
it was?”’ says Rahim. “That’s 
where I hope fans will en¬ 
gage with and relate to him.” 

Evan’s colleagues also 
include business/financial 
whiz Angelika “Ange” Finch 
(Miranda Frigon), who runs 
his company, Cross Photon¬ 
ics, and Toby Nance (Crystal 
Lowe), the techie respon¬ 
sible for building the team’s 
Anomaly-busting gadgets. 


“The biggest challenge 
with my character is trying 
to show all the human col¬ 
ors and not just the ‘bitchy’ 
boss lady,” says Frigon. 

“You have to reveal 
what’s underneath for 
people to realize, ‘Oh, she 
does have a heart.’” 

Lowe recalls, “I’d never 
played a techie before and 
I remember at the start ask¬ 
ing Niall, ‘Oh, God, when 
does this get easier?’ be¬ 


cause he’d done all that tech 
stuff on Eureka. He said,

you’ll be fine,’ and he was 
exactly right.”

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Paul Shaffer to host 
Canada’s Walk of 
Fame awards show 


Paul Shaffer is no stran¬ 
ger to the spotlight — the 
62-year-old musician and 
actor has spent the better 
part of the last 37 years on 
our televisions, first with 
Saturday Night Live and 
since 1982, as David Letter- 
man’s musical director and 
side-kick. 

But in a rare turn Sun¬ 
day, Shaffer will be the sole 
person in that spotlight as 
host of the 2012 Canada’s 
Walk of Fame Awards Show. 

“I’m thrilled about it,” 
he says, sitting backstage 
at the Ed Mirvish Theatre, 
prior to the show’s taping 
last month. He was asked 
through friend Randy Bach¬ 
man, if he’d come up to 
Toronto to induct the sing¬ 
er-guitarist. When Global 
TV found out, they asked 
if Shaffer would host the 
whole shebang. 

Shaffer himself was in¬ 
ducted back in 2006. He 
calls the Walk, located at 
King and Simcoe Streets 
in Toronto, an important 
validation. “You’re being 
honoured by your country¬ 
men,” he says. “When I left 
Canada in the early 70s, you 
kind of had to [go to the 
States] in pop music. There 
was the Guess Who, Gordon 
Lightfoot and that was it.” 

Raised in Thunder Bay, 
Shaffer moved to Hogtown 
to attend the University of 
Toronto, earning a degree 
in sociology. He “jobbed” 
around for five years, be¬ 
fore landing in a local pro¬ 
duction of Godspell. After 
performing in the Saturday 
Night Live band for five 
years, he worked as a ses-

Shaffer makes no secret 
of his love of R&B — the 
house band he leads at 
the Ed Sullivan the¬ 
atre is modeled after 
an instrumental R&B 
group. He even keeps 
a Hammond B-3 organ 
that once belonged to 
James Brown in his New 
York loft. ‘It’s so funky 
it almost plays itself,” 
he jokes. Shaffer had 
the opportunity to meet 
the Godfather of Soul on 
several occasions when¬ 
ever Brown dropped by 
to perform on Letter- 
man. “Every time was 
an education for me,” 
he admits. “He invented 
so much of the stuff 
that we’re still dancing 
to today. Those experi¬ 
ences were some of my 
favourites.”

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Walking Dead takes a bite out of pop culture 


Zombie apocalypse. 

Hit show has spawned 
games, books 
and theme park 
attractions 


In the first five minutes of the 
third-season premiere of The 
Walking Dead, former sheriff’s 
deputy Rick Grimes and his 
battered and beaten band of 
zombie apocalypse survivors 
remain completely speechless. 

It’s a hauntingly stark open¬ 
ing for the popular TV undead 
drama that no one’s been quiet 
about since it first debuted. 

“We meet them after eight 
months,” said Andrew Lincoln, 
the actor who portrays Rick, 
sitting alongside Sarah Wayne 
Callies, who plays Rick’s feisty 
wife, Lori. “There’s a huge rift 
between Rick and Lori. They’re 
desperate. They’re more des¬ 
perate than they’ve ever been, 
so much so that in the teaser, 
no one says a word, and every¬ 
thing is kind of sad.” 

Eveiything hasn’t been sad 
for the cast and crew of The 
Walking Dead, which has risen 
from surprising cult hit to un¬ 
stoppable zombie brand. 

The Walking Dead, which 
is based on the comic book 
series written by Robert Kirk- 
man, has transformed into a 
full-fledged franchise featuring 
a horde of video games, cos¬ 
tumes, toys, books and theme 
park attractions. 


With just a pair of eight- 
episode seasons, The Walking 
Dead series amassed a huge 
following, becoming must- 
scream-TV on Sunday nights. 
The show’s second-season 
finale, which featured the 
survivors fleeing a farm after 
being barraged by waves of 
zombies, corralled 9 million 
viewers — a basic-cable record 
among younger audiences. 

The success is often lost on 
the cast, who shoot on location 
in rural Georgia, away from 
the ego-enhancing realm of 
Hollywood. They’re reminded 
of the popularity when con¬ 
fronted by thousands of fans at 
San Diego’s Comic-Con or mo¬ 
tivated by the “gasoline” that 
is fan letters and photos post¬ 
ed inside a makeshift shrine 
erected in the trailer of actor 
Norman Reedus (Daiyl). 

“It’s a solid pocket we stay 
in,” said Steven Yeun, who 
plays nimble Glenn. “I got 
a glimpse of it today when I 
was sitting in the hotel room. 
I looked out from the balcony, 
and I’m like, ‘Where am I?!’ We 
just came from shooting a ter¬ 
rible, gnarly scene in the mid¬ 
dle of the woods —just yelling 
and guttural stuff — and now 
all of a sudden I’m at the Four 
Seasons.” 

The third season, which 
premieres Sunday at 9 p.m. 
EDT, finds the survivors com¬ 
ing across the too-good-to-be- 
true town of Woodbuiy, a zom¬ 
bie-free enclave that’s led by 
a cutthroat character dubbed 


the Governor. 

British actor David Morris¬ 
sey, who was cast as the iconic 
villain from the comics earlier 
this year, is downplaying the 
Governor’s “MUHAHAHA!” 
ruthlessness. 

“I think, creatively, you’d 
hit a ceiling very quickly if you 
did that in the TV show,” said 
Morrissey. “You have to give 
him complexity. You have to 
give him a sense of motiva¬ 
tion and why he’s doing these 
things.” 

The new season will also 
feature katana-wielding fan-fa¬ 
vourite Michonne, who saved 
straggler Andrea at the end of 
last season with her chained- 


up zombie sidekicks in tow. 
Michonne actress Danai Gurira 
said the character’s inter¬ 
personal relationships with 
the other survivors will send 
her on “a bit of a different jour¬ 
ney” than the Michonne of the 
comics. 

However, the action in this 
season’s first two episodes is 
focused squarely on the prison 
glimpsed at the end of last 
season after Rick and son Carl 
took down a zombified version 
of Rick’s best friend, Shane, 
who continually clashed with 
his buddy about how to exist 
in a world where “walkers” 
— the show’s preferred term 
for zombies — seem to lurk 
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around every comer. 

Kirkman, who serves as 
an executive producer on the 
show, promised the third sea¬ 
son, which will be split in half, 
will feature some surprises 
that even the most die-hard 


Walking Dead fans won’t see 
coming. (The series has con¬

British band talks stage 
wear, album sounds 
and their audience

The first time Metro encoun¬ 
tered the British band Django 
Djano, the only music they had 
released were a few EPs of re¬ 
mixes that made it difficult to 
figure out what type of music 
they actually played. 

How do you identify the 
most authentic vision of a song 
when you are presented with 
so many choices? 

Then we caught the band 
live at SXSW and they demon¬ 
strated a vibrancy that wasn’t 
initially evident in their studio 
recordings. 

They had the crowd jump¬ 
ing so much that it was dif¬ 
ficult to see the stage. This 
reporter, upon first meeting 
the band for an initial sit-down 
asked about their shirts, which 
looked like matching pajama 
tops with cartoon strips of 
bacon on them. 

It turns out they were just 
black T-shirts that they had 
poured bleach all over. 


A few months later, produ¬ 
cer David Maclean called us up 
to chat again. 

Are you still wearing the 
bacon pajamas/bleached 
shirts when you perform live? 

I think we still have some. I 
think we have similar T-shirts, 
some kind of shirts we’ve 
designed or we just land of go 
through phases, wearing some 
kind of matching uniform 
type things, but not always. It 


just depends what we’re in the 
mood for really. We tiy to look 
like a unit on stage. That’s 
something we like to do, and I 
think as we progress and have 
more time we’ll definitely 
focus on doing a lot of those 
things because we’re on the 
road a lot so we kind of make 
up ideas on the move and 
make them DIY. It’d be nice 
to sit down and design proper 
stage wear. 


It was interesting too for 
me to see you guys live and 
then hear the album. I had 
thought I had a grip of what 
the sound was, but then the 
album is different. It felt 
like the live shows was like, 
“OK, cool this is stuff you can 
dance to in the clubs” and 
then the album felt like this 
is something you go bring 
into the woods with friends 
and all listen to while spacing 
out. 


Yeah, it just probably shows a 
progression. 

The album was made by 
me and Vinnie [Neff, singer 
and guitarist] sitting in my 
bedroom, a tiny little bedroom 
with a computer at the end of 
the bed, and just sort of plug¬ 
ging the guitar in and hitting 
some percussion and layered 
a lot. 

We weren’t working after 
college. We didn’t even think 
it was an album.... It was 
never created as an album 
until the label came along 
and said, “can we create it?” 

So we weren’t even a proper 
band, so when we got a drum 
kit and some amps and stuff 
and did a gig, then all that 
had to change and go out the 
window because we couldn’t 
sit there and layer up tracks of 
tambourines and tapping and 
trippy nonsense. 

We had to go live with 
something and being into 
dance music just kind of gets 
you started into a dance path 
so that would probably come 
back and reflect the way we 
record the next album. 

It all comes to a circle 
really. 

How did you picture people 
listening to these songs? The 
trippy nonsense way or the 
dancing way? 


Sort of neither. I mean I like 
listening to music walking 
around cities or on a bus. I 
don’t know, its weird listening 
to music and being absorbed 
into the music, so for me the 
psychedelic part was always, 
that was land of my mind 
wandering a bit, not necessar¬ 
ily through psychedelic drugs, 
but through just sort of day 
dreaming and dreams, and 
escapism. I mean, yes, in the 
past we might have tripped on 
magic mushrooms and that 
gives you a kind of experience 
you draw on, but eveiything 
in life becomes that experi¬ 
ence, whether it’s a relation¬ 
ship or a trip on acid or the 
time you went for a walk or 
the time you went fishing, you 
know, it doesn’t really matter 
to me. 

It all kind of ends up com¬ 
ing out subconsciously or con¬ 
sciously when you sit down 
to make music, so basically 
it was made through sitting 
down at the computer with 
the guitar and sort of playing 
out a lifetime of adventures. 

So then it’s kind of 
impossible to say where you 
imagine the listener would 
be at the time then enjoying 
or even how we were going 
to approach it live because it 
was such a weird way to make 
music in such a bubble.

Alexander Ridha has made a 
name for himself. Performing 
under the name Boys Noize, 
he’s been able to perform 
with the biggest names like 
Tiesto and Slcrillex and collab¬ 
orate with Snoop Dogg and 
Jarvis Cocker — all without 
major label representation. 


We caught up with Ridha 
at Electric Zoo in New York 
City to talk about his newest 
album Out of the Black and 
find out what influences him 
and keeps him going. 

Out of the Black is coming 
out throughout October. 
What inspired you on this 
album? 

One of the big parts of this 
album was really getting 
back since it’s my third 
album. I was trying to get 
this feeling back when I first 
started producing. 

Most of the time when 
you don’t know what you 
are doing that’s when the 
magic happens. I was really 


clearing my head and forget¬ 
ting about everything that 
is going on right now and 
what is hot right now. It’s a 
very personal album. I would 
say it’s a mix of my first and 
second albums. 

You have a lot of disco and 
hip hop influences. Is that 
what you grew up listening 
to? 

I have a 10 years older 
brother, and at the end of 
the 80s he was buying all 
those early house records so 
I was always into that, into 
real house music and rap at 
the same time, Run DMC and 
Public Enemy and stuff. 

When I started to buy re¬ 
cords I was buying both, like 
hip hop and house. The way 
I always mixed house music 
as a DJ was also more in a hip 
hop way. I was cutting music 
and loops. 

Who would we be surprised 
that we listened to? The Bee 
Gees? 

I don’t have anything against 
the Bee Gees and Donna Sum¬ 
mer, but that was more my 
mother’s side. She was all in 
that disco stuff like chic. 

What kind of hip hop did 
you listen to? 

The old school stuff was kind 
of like Pharcyde or Wu Tang. 
When it came out, I was able 
to rap the whole ODB album, 
the first one. 

Even though I didn’t 
understand anything because 


I was German, I was rapping 
along! I stopped buying 
hip-hop records towards the 
beginning of 2000 because 
it got too much like jiggy, 
and it was only about like 
rims and stuff. But I was still 
a big fan of any Neptunes or 
Timbaland production, and 
of course Dre. And of course 
Snoop. 

Speaking of Snoop Dogg — 
or Snoop Lion, I guess... 

Not on my album. On my al¬ 
bum he’s Snoop Dogg! (Laughs) 

What was it like working 
with him on Got It? 

It was amazing. It was like a 
dream come true. I was always 
saying to myself, ‘If I would be 
able to make a track for him, 

I could stop making music.’ 

I grew up with his sound. It 
was cool. You know he wants 
to vibe first so we hung out a 
little bit. In the beginning of 
this year we had the chance to 
record music together, hang 
out in his apartment and stuff. 
It was really nice and he’s such 
a great guy. 

Onto another collaboration. 
I’m a huge Jarvis Cocker fan. I 
love Pulp. What was it like to 
work with him? 

You’re the first to ask that! 

It was fantastic because it 
was something I really didn’t 
expect him to do. 

I did the music with a 
friend of mine, Erol Allcan. 
We didn’t want it to get 
like the standard remixes, 
we just wanted to make 
something really outstanding 
and came up with this idea. 

We asked him, and he did 
this kind of a cover version of 
an old Leonard Cohen song 
which is called Avalanche. 
He was speaking all those 
words. 

It’s really amazing if you 
think about making music 
with Jarvis Cocker. He’s a 
genius. 

What else can we look for¬ 
ward to from you besides 
your new album? 

I’m going on my first 
live tour. I’m going to do 
a crazy production as well. 
It’s going to be something 
I’m really, really excited 
about. 

I’m starting the tour Oct. 
6, and I’ll be in the 
U.S. I think from Nov. 23. 

It’s going to be crazy I told 
you. 

I just wanted to make 
something new. I’ve been 
lucky to play all festivals 
with my CDs, and it 
definitely had a live ele¬ 
ment as well because I do 
a lot of improvisation or 
remix live on the go.

New album. Dan

When Caribou’s Dan Sna¬ 
ith first started frequenting 
dance clubs as a teenager in 
Toronto, he already couldn’t 
resist the lure of the DJ booth. 

Any time a piece of vision¬ 
ary vinyl started spinning, he 
remembers being “that guy” 
peering over the DJ’s shoul¬ 
der, trying to catch a glimpse 
of the label. 

“The most exciting mo¬ 
ments in DJ sets for me, in 
the past, have all been: ‘Oh 
my God, I can’t believe this 
record exists. It’s so good, 
what is it?”’ said the London- 
based musician in a recent 
telephone interview. 

In recent years — just 
as Snaith found himself ex¬ 
hausted by the rituals and 
cliches of traditional live 
pop music — he found him¬ 
self returning to clubs, ener¬ 
gized and inspired by the DJs 
whirling through London and 
those moments of dance floor 
discovery that are hard to 
come by anywhere else. 

That’s what inspired his 
latest disc, Jiaolong, which 
the electronic composer — 
who previously recorded 
as Manitoba — will release 
Tuesday under the moniker 
Daphni. 

As opposed to his typically 
meticulous work with Cari¬ 
bou, Snaith breathed life into

these nine tracks quickly, out 
of necessity — most of the 
compositions here had to be 
finished immediately as he 
worked to conjure new music 
for his set. 

And given that he worked 
with an analog modular syn¬ 
thesizer — a notoriously 
fussy machine with which it 
can be difficult or even im¬ 
possible to reproduce sounds 
created moments before — 
he didn’t have the option of 
fiddling endlessly with his 
spontaneously crafted tunes. 

“The whole point of this 
music is for it to sound like 
something unexpected and 
genuinely live and impro¬ 
vised is happening, so when I 
was DJing it in a club, people 
would get that feeling that 
like: ‘What on earth is going 
to happen next? We don’t 
know where this music’s go¬ 
ing,”’ he said. 

Yet fans who followed 
Caribou’s progression from 
the bedroom psychedelia of 
2007’s Polaris Prize-winning 
Andorra to 2010’s glittering 
dance-pop collection Swim 
will actually find Jiaolong a 
logical next step from a ce¬ 
rebral artist who usually fa¬ 
vours more dramatic creative 
left turns. 

On Jiaolong, Snaith again 


and again finds a groove then 
threads in layers of surpris¬ 
ing colours — the whimsical 
digital flute floating through 
the bubbling Light, for in¬ 
stance, or the foreboding 
synth squibbles furiously 
ricocheting off one another 
in Jiao. 

Aside from the work of 
fellow DJs — in particular, 
Detroit’s Theo Parrish — 
Snaith found inspiration in 
a mix of obscure music from 
around the world. (He hesi¬ 
tates to use the term “world 
music,” since it “conjures 
up people in the 1980s with 
questionable leather hats, 
like old retired guys from Ver¬ 
mont playing with guys from 
Africa.”) 

But while venturing into 
somewhat unfamiliar terri¬ 
tory, Snaith was thankful for 
the ability to test his latest 
tunes quickly in front of dis¬ 
cerning crowds. 

“My most common experi¬ 
ence is making a track that 
I’m really excited about and 
coming back the next day 
and listening to it and think¬ 
ing that it’s terrible. That has 
always happened to me — al¬ 
ways,” said Snaith, who has 
a PhD in mathematics from 
Imperial College London.

Twitter has been cred¬ 
ited with a lot of things:

famed young adult author 
R.L. Stine to pen a book for 
adults. 

“I’m on Twitter all day 
long,” says the engaging 
Goosebumps series author, 
only half-jolcingly. “There 
are no kids on Twitter, but 
there are all these 20 and 
30-somethings who grew up 
with Goosebumps.” 

These followers — which 
number around 60,000 — 
kept asking Stine if they’d 
ever be able to read some¬ 
thing from him that’s a bit 
more age-appropriate. “I 
thought, ‘Gee, I have all of 
these people out there,”’ 
says Stein. “And I can’t ig¬ 
nore my audience!”

So Red Rain, a very adult 
horror book — following 
orphaned twins adopted 
by a well-meaning travel 
author and her family who 
are unaware that they are 
evil incarnate — was cre¬ 


ated. But what does it mean 
that Stine, who spent dec¬ 
ades writing books for kids, 
created two monsters who 
were children? 

“I thought people would 
find it funny,” he says with 


a laugh. “Because I write 
about so many good chil¬ 
dren. The kids in Goose¬ 
bumps are all good, fight¬ 
ing horrible evil. I thought 
people would find it ironic 
if I turned it around.” 

Red Rain is a tale of 
beautiful, otherworldly 
and, yes, evil twin boys 
who shoot laser beams out 
of their eyes. Making them 
twins was an intentional 
plot device for Stine. 

“All twins are scary,” 
he says. “They have been 
through time.” Stine re¬ 
searched twins throughout 
the ages before starting 


to write the book. “People 
would separate them at 
birth because they were 
considered bad luck,” he 
recounted. “And, of course, 
there have been lots of hor¬ 
ror books and movies about 
evil twins, so I’m carrying 
on the tradition.” 

It’s a big year for Stine. 
Not only is Red Rain out to¬ 
day, but it’s also the 20th an¬ 
niversary of Goosebumps, 
one of the best-selling chil¬ 
dren’s series of all time. 

Just how popular is the 
series? There have been 
more than 300 million 
books sold.

Sidney Crosby can’t even get 
through a conversation with 
his grandmother without the 
topic being raised. 

A phone call back to Nova 
Scotia over Thanksgiving 
weekend inevitably veered to¬ 
wards the status of the NHL’s 
collective bargaining talks 
and included the $3 billion 
question being asked through¬ 
out the hockey world: When 
will the season start? 

“It’s all anybody wants to 
talk about,” Crosby said Thurs¬ 
day 

That includes the Penguins 
captain, who fielded ques¬ 
tions from reporters at a prac¬ 
tice facility in the suburbs of 
Pittsburgh. It was a morning 
he should have been prepar¬ 
ing for the season opener 
— Friday’s game against the 
Islanders was cancelled by the 
lockout — but instead found 
himself going through drills 
with a handful of teammates.

who are staying in town with 
hopes that a settlement will 
soon be reached and training 
camp can open. At this point, 
Crosby isn’t even willing to 
entertain the notion that the 
work stoppage could threaten 
the entire season. 

“I can’t see it getting to 
that point, I really can’t,” he 
told The Canadian Press. “If 
anything, my thoughts are 
more just about whether the 
NHL has a date in mind (for 
the season to start) and just 
when they’re actually going to 
start negotiating.” 

The first two weeks of the 
regular season have already 
been wiped out and cost the 
NHL almost $250 million US 
in lost revenue, according 
to deputy commissioner Bill 
Daly. 

Much of Crosby’s opti¬ 
mism is rooted in the growth 
he’s seen since entering in the 
NHL. He was skating in the 
QMJHL during the 2004-05 
lockout and helped propel the 
sport to new heights when the 
“new” NHL returned the fol¬ 
lowing season. 

“There’s a lot of momen¬ 


tum,” said Crosby. “I just really 
hope that the (owners) aren’t 
taking that for granted.” 

The timing of the current 
lockout is particularly tough 
for Crosby, who was limited to 
just 63 regular-season games 
the last two seasons because 


of concussion symptoms. He’s 
now feeling better than ever 
— “I’ve come a long way” — 
and believes all of the time 
he spent on the sidelines re¬ 
cently has helped him stay 
patient during negotiations.
